KELLOGG’S  PREMIER — The  very  best  of  all  early  varieties.  "We  have  never 
found  anything-  to  equal  it.  Berries  are  large,  beautifully  formed,  bright  red  through 
and  through.  It  is  delicious  in  flavor  and  a splendid  shipper.  We  have  fruited  it 
four  years  and  consider  it  the  money-making  king  of  all  early  varieties.  It  pro- 
duces a very  heavy  crop  and  you  should  plant  heavily,  whether  gro-w'ing  for  home 
use,  local  market  or  distant  shipment.  If  Premier  has  any  'v\'eak  points,  we  have 
not  found  them  and  we  advise  all  those  in  sections  where  early  berries  are  in  de- 
mand to  include  Premier,  whether  setting  fifty  plants  or  fifty  thousand. 

EDMUND  WILSON — A strikingly  unique  variety.  The  plants  resemble,  potato 
vines  in  size  and  vigor;  the  berries  are  as  large  as  small  apples.  Form  globular  or 
bluntly  heart  shaped,  of  dark  maroon  color  Avith  smooth  surface  and  quite  firm. 
Perhaps  the  richest  in  sugary  lusciousness  of  all — indeed  a marvel  of  size  and 
high  quality.  Upon  good  soil  the  plants  attain  a height  of  twelve  to  fifteen  inches 
with  a spread  of  fully  a foot,  and  are  enormously  prolific.  Ripens  in  midseason. 

CHESAPEAKE — Bate.  Ripens  a little  earlier  than  Gandy,  but  holds  out  about 
as  long  and  much  more  productive,  without  green  tips.  Has  a beautiful  appearance, 
extra  large,  even  in  shape  and  uniform  in  size;  plants  are  strong  and  healthy,  dark 
green  in  color,  rich  and  Augorous,  no  rust,  no  disease,  in  fact  no  weakness  of  any 
kind.  This  is  a good  one  and  is  AA'ell  knoAvn  and  extenswely  planted  AA'here  straw'- 
berries  are  groAA’ii. 

JOE  JOHNSON — (Big  Joe)  Bate.  One  of  the  most  popular  shipping  berries  on 
nearly  all  large  markets.  It  is  a strong  groAA^er,  making  plenty  of  plants  for  a good 
fruiting  bed.  The  berries  are  large,  blight  red  and  haAX  large,  light  green  caps, 
Vvdiich  makes  the  berries  very  attracth^e  and  adds  to  the  selling  price.  The  qualitj^ 
is  good  and  the  berries  are  quite  firm.  It  is  a good  shipper  and  equally  good  for 
fancy  local  market  purposes.  One  of  the  most  productiA’e. 

TENNESSEE  PROLIFIC.  Midseason.  Berries  fairly  large  in  size  and  light  in 
color,  flesh  is  fine  grained  and  firm  enough  to  ship.  Very  productU^e. 

SUPERIOR.  Early.  Very  productiA^e;  berries  large  and  firm,  with  many  of 
them;  one  of  the  greatest  plant  makers;  noted  for  its  productiA-eness  and  good 
shipping  qualities. 

LUPTON  LATE.  One  of  the  largest  and  most  handsome  berries  we  haA'e  eA'er 
seen.  The  plant  is  a vigorous  groAA’er  and  produces  strong,  healthy  foliage.  They 
are  very  productive  and  as  stated  aboA^e  the  berries  are  beautiful — they  are  uniform- 
ly large,  bright  red  in  color;  with  a large  green  cap  Avhich  makes  them  doubly  at- 
tractiA^e.  The  berries  are  firm  and  will  carry  as  aa'cII  as  any  A^ariety  aa-c  haA^e  eA^er 
seen. 

^ PARSONS  BEAUTY.  Mid-season.  Plants  are  healthy  and  A'igorous  and  makes 
a good  fruiting  bed,  popular  nearly  eA'erywhere  on  account  of  its  many  good  qual- 
ities. Berries  are  large  size,  good  flaA'or,  bright  red  color,  one  of  the  best  of  the 
mid-season  A'arieties. 


Fall  or  Everbearing  Strawberries 

Everbearing  strawberries  have  been  produced  successfully  wherever  spring- 
bearing varieties  are  grown.  There  are  varieties  adapted  to  every  section,  altho 
Progressive  is  the  best  of  the  lot  nearly  everywhere.  The  plants  are  set  in  early 
spring,  just  like  other  strawberries;  they  are  hoed,  cultivated  and  fertilized  just 
as  other  varities.  For  best  results,  the  blossoms  should  be  kept  pinched  off  until 
the  last  of  June,  or  middle  of  July.  About  August  1,  you  can  commence  picking 
fruit  and  continue  to  get  it  until  freezing  weather.  The  second  year,  the  plants 
will  fruit  in  the  spring  and  if  seasonable,  W'ill  continue  to  fruit  all  through  the 
summer  and  early  fall  months.  If  you  neglected  to  set  some  plants  last  spring, 
so  as  to  have  some  fruiting  beds  this  spring,  the  everbearers,  planted  this  spring 
will  bear  you  a crop  of  berries  the  first  year,  only  a few  weeks  after  the  plants  are 
set.  If  the  ground  is  rich  and  moist,  these  can  be  allowed  to  commence  fruiting 
earlier  than  August  1,  so  that  you  can  have  strawberries  all  thru  the  season,  as 
well  as  in  the  fall.  Given  good  land,  good  treatment  and  good  growing  conditions, 
every  plant  of  the  Progressive  will  produce  an  abundance  of  berries  during  the  fall. 
No  investment  you  could  make  will  give  the  w'hole  family  more  satisfaction  and 
pleasure  than  a plot  of  these  berries. 

PROGRESSIVE. — This  is  a very  strong  and  thrifty  grower  w'ith  tall  luxuriant 
foliage  to  protect  the  bloom  and  fruit  from  the  hot  sun  and  frosts.  Practically 
every  blossom  makes  a berry  and  every  berry  makes  a perfect  fruit.  Medium  to 
large  in  size;  dark  red;  fine  quality,  and  produced  in  great  abundance  on  the  spring 
set  plants  and  runner  plants  during  August,  September  and  October.  And  the  first 
of  all  varieties,  w^hether  June  or  Everbearing,  to  ripen  on  the  year-old  plants  in 
spring. 

FRANCIS — One  of  the  finest.  Fruit  large,  handsome  and  attractive.  An  exhibi- 
tion berry.  A most  persistent  fruiter.  The  spring  feet  plants  bear  so  heavily  that, 
as  a rule,  they  make  but  few  new^  plants,  which  also  bear  fine  fruit,  often  before 
well  rooted  in  the  soil. 

AMERICUS — The  plant  of  the  Americus  is  very  healthy  and  a strong  grower; 
the  berrj^  is  medium  to  large  in  size,  firm,  uniform  shape,  bright  red  through  and 
through.  The  plant  w^hen  loaded  with  berries  is  a beauty.  The  berries  have  the 
wild  strawberry  flavor. 

SUPERB — The  fruit  of  Superb  is  large,  firm  and  of  fine  quality,  resembling  the 
Chesapeake  in  many  ways.  It  is  not  so  productive  and  requires  more  care  and 
attention  than  the  Progressive,  but  is  larger  in  size  and  handsomer  in  appearance. 
In  addition  to  its  value  as  a fall  bearer.  Superb  will  bear  an  excellent  crop  of  ber- 
ries in  the  spring.  They  look  well,  ship  W'ell  and  sell  well.  We  advise  planting 
Superb  in  small  quantities  only,  unless  it  has  been  tried  and  found  to  be  good  in 
your  particular  locality. 

MINNESOTA  1017 — ^Was  originated  by  the  Minnesota  Plant  Breeding  Station, 
and  is  one  of  the  best  of  the  everbearers.  In  plant  growth  it  is  ideal;  plants 
strong,  hardy  growers  and  makes  a number  of  runner  plants  which  will  bear  fruit 
first  year.  Many  claim  it  produces  more  fruit  than  any  of  the  everbearing  varieties, 
but  with  us  it  did  not  bear  as  many  as  Progressive. 

KELLOGG'S  PERFECTION — This  is  the  everbearing  variety  which  W'on  the 
$1000  cash  prize  offered  for  the  everbearer  w'hich  proved  nearest  perfection;  it  is 
strong,  hardy  and  vigorous  in  plant  growth  and  very  prouuctive  of  uniformly  large 
well-formed  berries  of  rich  color,  delicate  flavor  and  high  quality. 

KOSATO — Originated  in  Michigan.  The  plants  are  very  large  and  productive'; 
the  berries  are  very  large  and  of  good  fiavor. 

HONEYMOON — Near  brother  to  Kosato,  also  originated  in  Michigan;  the  plants 
are  strong,  healthy  growers;  the  fruit  is  good  size;  quite  round  in  shape;  deep  red 
in  color  and  very  firm. 

LUCKY  BOY — A very  prominent  straw'berry  grow'er  in  Maryland  says  this  is 
the  best  everbearing  strawberry,  but  wdth  us  here  it  does  not  produce  but  very 
little  fruit  the  first  Fall.  To  those  who  wish  to  test  it  out  for  themselves  we 
offer  a few'  plants.
